Declaration 

1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed June 27, 2003 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1-5, 7-1 1 and 13-25 based upon Patil et al, Patil et al in view of Mizukami et 
al and in view of Plank et al. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5, 7-11 and 
13-25 are allowable upon consideration of the Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed June 27, 
2003, consideration of applicant's arguments; consideration of the amendment to the claims 
filed on 6/27/03; and reconsideration of the prior art. 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest the instantly claimed alumina pore size 
distribution. 

The Declaration demonstrates the criticality of the pore size distribution of alumina in 
producing high conversion of organic compounds at much lower temperatures than those 
attained by catalysts using alumina outside the pore size distribution of alumina of the instant 
claims.
